of which, as I have said, twelve must 
concur. 


Another safeguard is that no er- 


son can be convicted by a petit jury

state of anarchy. 


The only safe and sane course is 


to enforce, and submit to the en- 
forcement of all laws. If the enact- 
ed law is unjust, see that it is en- 
forced and thus bring about its re- 
peal. 


Your duties are briefly described 


in the oath which has been admin- 
istered to your foreman and which 
each of you has taken by adoption. 
That oath requires that you 
shall 


diligently inquire—now, to diligent- 
ly inquire, does not mean that you 
are to do the work required of you 
with undue haste.

He means that we should 
not, as New Creatures, be discouraged 
and say thai, because we cannot hope 
to attain perfection in the flesh, there- 
fore we will make no endeavors in 
that direction. He wishes us to un- 
derstand tbat it Is tbe Lord's will that 
we fight against the weaknesses of the 
flesh with a two-fold purpose:
